WASHINGTON, April 6.—There is a bitter 
feeling in Administration circles against 
the Cuban Junta. In fact, the whole insur- 
gent movement, so far as represented, is de- 
nounced by members of the Cabinet and a 
large number of Senators. 

The insurgents have refused to forget the 
loss of their brothers, fathers and sisters, 
and thelr own suffering, as Mr. McKinley 
has forgotten the 266 sailors of the Maine, 
and have declined to enthuse over the Presi- 
dent’s plans for an armistice, 

A Senator in close relation with the Presi- 
dent said to me to-day: 

“The Cuban crowd don’t want intervention, 
They want independence and nothing else. 
This will enable them to negotiate bonds 
and carry on boodle schemes, I am tired of 
the whole business. The country has been 
thrown into a ferment to satisfy a lot of in- 
terested people with selfish motives. The 
country will soon awake to the actual con- 
ditions in Cuba and to the false understand- 
ing of the Cuban question.” 

peaker Reed has all along been violent in 
his denunciations. He has described the in- 
surgen's as unfit for self-government and un- 
worthy or recognition. Mr. Dingley has used 
more moderate language, but has not hesi- 
tated to express belief that the insurgent 
government was largely a myth.

DINGLEY'’S PLAN OF 
LEVYING A WAR TAX. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—A revenue bill 
abolishing the entire free list created by 
the Dingley tariff bill, making a ,uniform 
increase of 10 per cent on all the schedules 
in that measure, so a8 to increase the rev- 
enue of the Government by at least $75,- 
000,000, will probably result from the confer- 
ence which Chairman Dingley has _ been 
holding with Secretary Gage. 

There was another conference to-day, in 
which a number of Collectors of Customs 
and Appraisers participated. Edgar Wake- 
man, the Appraiser from New York, was 
among the officials from other cities pres- 


ent. 

The conference did not result In any final 
action, but it is said that the new rev- 
enue measure will be introduced as soon 
as the President sends in his message, or 
Congress acts. 

The new revenue bill, which Mr. Dingley 
will personally draw, will provide the 
amount needed during the next three or 
four months in the event of war. 
The principal feature of the bill, it is 
understood, will be the abolition of the 
free list by imposing a tax of 10 per cent 
upon all articles now admitted free of duty. 
A uniform increase of 10 per cent in all 
other schedules, an additional tax of 5 
cents a barrel on domestic beer and $1 on 
imported beer, ere also understood to be 
contemplated.

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- CULLOM SAYS IT IS 
TIME TO INTERVENE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Senator Shelby 
M. Cullom of Illinois, a member of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, dictates. the 
following statement for the Post-Dispatch: 

“If it be true, as stated to me, that the 
President in his message to be presented 
to Congress, advocates forcible intervention 
in Cuba. he will rise to the dignity and ne- 
cessities of the situation. 

“To merely declare for independence and 
let Cubans and the Spaniards fight it ou 
would not be good policy nor wise states- 
manship. 

“What this Government shouid do is to 
intervene and say to the Spanish Govern- 
ment, ‘Halt! Withdraw your army from 
Cuban goil and let these people go free.’ 

“Should we merely recognize the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, what right would we 
have on Cuban goil except by common con- 
ment of the two Iitigants? What we need 
to do is to free Cuba—peacefully if we can, 
forcibly if we must. Nor will our duty 
cease here. 

“It may be that public policy demands 


that we annex the island to the United 
States. But whether we do this or not, 
certain it is that this Government wil] be 
responsible for order and good government 
om the island, It will be our duty to see 
‘that a government republican in form ghail 
be instituted. It will be our duty to see 
that life and property are respected,’’ 

Representative Joy of St. Louis has parted 
with the President. He is tired of Mr, Me- 
Kinley’s dallying. Mr. Joy belongs to the 
“Immediate action’ contingent of the 
House of Representatives. which {ts up in 
revolt. He is angcred at the purpose of the 
President to recommend intervention and 
abandon independence. 

Mr. Jov said concerning the President's 
intervention policy: “I belleve that « ma- 
jority of the House are in favor of Cuban 
independence. Cuban independence and 
armed intervention should go hand in hand. 
From what 1 can learn of the Republican 
members they will not be satisfied with in- 
tervention unless it is accompanied by tn- 
denvendence.”’ 

Many of the Republicans are in’favor of 
Standing by the President and complying 
with his recommendations, but there are 
others who would not agree to anything 
short of absolute political independence for 
Cuba. The Democrats will stand as a unit 
for independence, and, with the aid of 24 
Republican votes, they can override the

once Shawneetown is now a huge lake, 
about two miles across and 15 feet deep, 


dotted here and there by the roofs and up- 
per stories of the more substantial houses, 
which resisted the first sweep of the waters, 

The levees form three sides of the lake, 
with tho range of low hilis closing up the 
west side. The levees are like a huge U, 
with the open side on top toward the west 
and the round bow toward the east. On 
the right hand side looking from the Ohio 
River is the break in the levee. 

Tho water swept in from the north and 
piled up the debris and wreckage along 
the sovth bank. The town had a pula- 
ticn of about 2000 people, living in 300 houses. 
Of these 50 are wiped out of existence en- 
tirely and nearly all of the others are dam- 
aged so that many will have to be torn 
duywn and rebuilt. 

The roll of dead has been compiled en- 
tire.y by a sort of unofficial census and a 
gradual process of subtraction. Many who 
were at first counted among the dead have 
turned up and had their names taken from 
the list. 

No bodies have been found yet and no 
effort has been made to find them, ali ef- 
forts being directed toward saving the liv- 
ing and su ving their immediate needs.

the levee are the two-story structures which 
rise above the 15 feet of water which has 
invaded the levee stronghold.

The 
other bonds were printed by the New York 
Bank Note Co. of $% and $10 denominations, 
and of these were printed $150,000 face value. 
No other bonds have been issued in behalf 
of the Cuban Republic than these men- 
tioned. There are, however, extant bonds 
issued by the revo:ution of, 1868 to 1878, none 
of which had been hand!ed by us, and for 
which we have not assumed any responsi- 
bility. Of these issued by the present re- 
public there have been sold no more than 
$100.000 face value of the bonds, and these 
were sold for cash We have had, however, 
numerovs offers for our bonds, but a*t-we 
only desire to sel them in very large blocks 
theee negotiations amounted to nothing. 

“The average price obtained was 40 cents 
on the do'lar.

| RIGHT OF SEARCH 


AND PRIVATEERS. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The views of 
Sir Richard Webster as to the right of 
search, in the event of war, of neutral 
ships by Spain or the United States are 


concurred in by the State Department. It 
is pointed out that the capture of con- 
traband is legitimate during hostilities and 
that search is necessary to determine the 
character of a ship’s cargo. It is also 
held here that Sir Richard Webster’s state- 
ment as té the status of Spain and the 
United States under the declaration of 
Paris is correct. 

The fact that neither Spain nor this 
‘country are signatories of the Paris con- 
vention has caused considerable discussion 
as to the possiblility of privateering in 
the event of war. It has been suggested 
that the powers might attempt to treat 
the privateers of either nation as pirates. 

An official of the State Department said 
to-day, however, that no real fears are 
entertained on this ground. He pointed 
out that it has been held by the best 
authorities on international law that the 
declaration of Paris that “privateering is 
and remains abolished” is merely a com- 
pact and cannot affect international law; 
consequently no nation by reason of its 
being a member of the Paris treaty can 
treat privateers. of non-signatories as 
pirates, nor is {t prohibited from using 
privateers itself when at war with a nation 
not a member of the Paris convention, 


SPAIN’S TWO FLOTILLAS 
AND WHERE THEY ARE. 


There has been a vast deal of unnecessary 
confusion touching the two Spanish tor- 
pedo flotillas, one of whidh is at the Cape 
Verde Islands, the other gathering at Cadiz, 
Spain. Those who read the Post-Dispatch 
need suffer from no such confusion. The 
Post-Dispatch’s dispatches from Madrid 
have been from the first the most accurate, 
for its correspondent there has sources of 
information which no other possesses. 

The flotilla at the Cape Verde. Islands 
sailed from Cadiz on March 13 and arrived 
at the Canary Islands on March 17. This 
flotilla consists of the torpedo catchers 
Furor, Terror and Pluto, the torpedo-boats 
Royo Ariete and Azor, and the transport 
ship Cuidad de Cadiz. The transport ship 
went along’ with coal and other supplies, 
which had to be transferred to the torpedo- 
boats and destroyers because their carrying 
capacity is 6mall. 


BOATS IN FLOTILLA NO. 1. 


Here is a description of the vessele in 
The Terror and Furor 
are two of the newest and most powerful 
of Sipain’s torpedo-boat destroyers. They 
were built at Clydebank in 1896, and are sis- 
ter ships to Audaz and Osado. The Terror 
and Furor are each 220 feet long, W feet 
wide, and draw 5 feet 6 inches of water. 
Each has two screws. They can travel at 
the rate of 28 knots an hour, and are anmed 
below the water line with two tdrpedo tubes 
each, while for fighting above ‘water eV 
each have a batteryconsisting of six fe 
fire guns. Two of these are 3-inch guns, 
two are 2% inches and two 1% inches. Each 
beat carries a crew of 63 men and has space 
for 80 tons of coal. 

The Arieta and Rayo are sister boats, of 
less size and power than the Terror and 
Furor. ‘They are each 147 feet 5 inches long, 
14 feet 6 inches beam, and of 4 feet 9 inches 
They are double sctew boats of 
$7 tons displacement, and their engines of 
1600 horse power. each drive them at the rate 
of 26.1 knots an hour.

All three ves- 
sels were built at Bilbao, the Marie Teresa 
in 1890 and the others in 1891. Spain has no 
better ships than these for general use in 
war. They have not quite so great a dis- 
placement as the Brooklyn, the flagship of 
the flying squadron, which displaces 9103 
tons, but have heavier armor on the sides 
and less for deek protection and on the cor- 
bettes. The Brooklyn, while not carrying 
such big guns as the Vizcaya and her class, 
has move of them.

MONEY AND CLOTHES SHIPPED. 


School Children Helped to Fiil a Box 
Car of Supplies for the 
Flood Sufferers. 


Mayor Winkler of Belleville forwarded 
$350 to the Mayor of Shawneetown Tuesday 
night. Wednesday morning a car load of 
groceries, provisions, clothing, shoes, hats, 
etc., was started toward the stricken city. 

This quick relief was due to the prompt 
action of Mayor Winkler in calling a mect- 
ing at the City Hall Tuesday. The Mayor 
acted as chairman and City Attorney Teck- 
lenburg was secretary. There was a large 
attendance incluc@ng many members of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps. 

A committee was selected consisting’ of 
‘mil Geil, Joseph Fuess, John Rodenheiser 
and CC. P, Fleischbein for the purpose of 
collecting funds and provisions. On motion 
of Mrs. Carrie Aiexander a committee of 
two members of the Woman’s Relief Corps 
Was selected from each ward to solicit do- 
nations of clothing and provisions. 

Superintendent of Pubile Schools Updike 
was also requested to notify the school 
children to bring wearing apparel, shoes, 
ete. Before noon supplies began to pour in 
to the office of Overseer of the Poor Hill 
in the basement of the courthouse. By 
night a carload of provisions and clothing 
of all kinds had been received and prepara- 
tions were made to ship it. 

During the noon hour there was a con- 
stant stream of school children carrying 
donations to the court house. They had 
hurried home at noon after being told of 
the distress of the flood sufferers, and re- 
turned up town with their arms full of 
things which they had suddenly discov- 
ered they could get along without. 

Never except after the cyclone two years 
ago has there been such a prompt and 
spontaneous response to a call for help in 
the town. 


CRIME ON THE INCREASE 


Judge Stevenson Had 1000 More Cases 
This Year Than Last. 


Judge Stevenson of the Second Police Dis- 
trict Court is the first city official to file 
his annual report for the fiscal year ending 
March 30. 

The report shows there were 8733 persons 
arraigned in this court during the year. Of 
these 2467 were:fined and 1078 sentenced to 
the Workhouse. Crime is evidently on the 
increase in the Second District as Judge 
Stevenson’s report makes the disclosure 
that there were 1000 more criminais before 
him this year than last year. 

The receipts of the court did not keep 
pace as the revenues amounted to only 
$300 more than last year.

Col. Batdorf Keeping His Regiment 
Drilled and in Readiness.

Col.. Batdorf of the First Regiment says 
that he is daily expecting instructions from 
Washington, as to war preparations.. 

“As it is, we are making such arrange- 
ments necessary to the efficiency of the 
men,” said he. “I find that the boys take 
enthusiastically to their work, and I don’t 
believe that the First Regiment was ever 
better drilled than it is at present. 

“Orders may come any moment to send 
the boys to the front. The Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the State may have some instruc- 
tions at this very moment.” 

Capt. Felix H. Hunicke of the Naval Re- 
serves reached Washington, D. C., Tuesday 
in the interest of the reserves. Col. Bat- 
dorf expects that he also may learn some- 
thing of interest to the militia. 

The chief object of Capt. Hunicke’s visit 
is to have the Navy Department recognize 
the reserves. The’ new organization will 
either be affiliated with the Navy Depart- 
ment or else it will be made a branch of the 
State militia. The latter could be accom- 
plished by a special act of the State Legis- 
ature. But recognition by the Navy De- 
partment seems to be preferable. There is 
a question as to whether or not this can. be 
done and for this reason Capt. Hunicke 
went to Washington. 


NOT AFRAID OF GULF PORTS. 


Nearly All the Cotton Crop Handled 
and Warehouses Closed. 

There is no truth in the statement that 
the bulk of through cotton handled in St. 
Louis has been increased by the anxiety of 
shippers to avoid Gulf ports during the im- 


pending war. 

Thus far there has been no suspension of 
export shipping from Gulf ports, although 
ships other than Spanish or American are 
getting the cargoes. The British and Ger- 
man ships clearing from all American ports 
have the preference, of course, because the 
war risks upon their cargoes are from 5 to 
7 cents less. 

Ii is true that the through cotton business 
of St. Louis has been greater in the past 
three months than during the corresponding 
period of 1897, but this was due to the in- 
crease of crops in the territory tributary 
to St. Louis. As a matter of fact since the 
war scare, there has been less cotton han- 
died through here than immediately before 
it, but this is attributed to the fact that the 
crop had been nearly all handled. Many 
of the Texas handlers and brokers have 
closed their warehouses for the season, be- 
cause the crop in that section is out. 

Secretary Van Hook of the Cotton Ex- 
change thinks that in the event of war, 
Gulf ports would be given precedence to 
Atlantic ports, but he says the bulk of 
through cotton has not increased here. If 
shippers in Texas have begun to route via 
New York and other Atlantic ports, the cot- 
ton has not passed through St. Louis. Pay- 
ton & Co.;, the Mnglish exporters, are re- 

orted to have sent a big consignment from 
Shreveport, La., to Newport News, instead 
of New Orleans, but this is the only case 
known and the cotton did not come through 
St. Louts,

Twice She Hacked Her Wrists and 
Once Took Laudanum in Futile 
: Efforts to Commit 
Suicide. 


Mrs. Minnie Roesler, 44 years old, of 4286 
Kossuth avenue, took rat poison March 30, 
with suicidal result, and died Tuesday from 
the effects, after a week of agony. 

The unfcrtunate woman had been in ill- 
health for a long time, and disease had 
affected her mental powers to‘such an ex- 
tent that last January she was committed 
to the City Insane Asylum. 

Her insanity took a suicidal tendency and 
it was necessary to keep a constant watch 
on her movements. It was only after she 
had made several attempts on he® life that 
it was deemed advisable to send her to the 
asylum, and even there she eluded the vigi- 
lance of her guards and made an effort to 


destroy herself. 

Early in December last she severed an 
artery in her wrist, but her condition was 
discovered and the flow of blood checked 
in time to offset serious results. 

Christmas eve she took an overdose of 
laudanum, but again her purpose was 
thwarted by prompt action in procuring 
medical assistance. 

The woman remained despbdndent, and 
mentally irresponsible, and as her children 
were all young, it was deemed best to have 
her committed to the asylum, where: she 
could be more closely watched, and receive 
medica] treatment at the same time. 

Three weeks ago, while at the asylum, 
she procured a Knife, and again hacked at 
her wrists, but the attendants found her'* 
bleeding profusely shortly afterwards, and 
once more her determination to kill herself 
was thwarted. 

Two weeks ago she appeared to be 6o0 
much improved that her husband, David 
Roesler, decided to take her home again. 
She was apparently in good spirits and 
greatly improved in general health, and 
the watch on her movements was relaxed. 

On the night of March 8 she swallowed 
a dose of rat poison. With the cunning 
and secretiveness often found in the insane 
she procured the stuff and with marvelous 
stoicism she suffered the agony caused by 
the corrosive poison gnawing at her vitals 
and gave no sign. 

It was not until the next rning that 
the discovery was made. Although she 
made no complaint: her pallid face con- 
tracted with pain and her inability to arise 
as usual aroused the suspicions of her hus- 
band. On being closely questioned she 
finaliy acknowledged having taken the 
poison. 

Mr. Roesler called tn Dr. Bruere at once, 
but the poison had many hours the start, 
and medical science was at a disadvantage. 
Dr. Bruere administered antidotes, and did 
what he could to alleviate her sufferings, 
but after lingering in agony for six davs, 
death relieved ther Tuesday night. Dr. 
Bruere did not report the case until] death 
ensued. There is no law requiring doctors 
to report attempted suicides which do not 
result fatally, but it is customary to do so. 

Mrs. Roesler leaves a widower and five 
children. ranging in age from 5 to nine 
years. Two of them are twins.

TO ENJOIN THE POSTMASTER. 
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Case of Cannon Chemical Co. Against 
James Carlisle. 

The injunction suit against Postmaster 
Carlisle, to prevent him from holding the 
mail of the Cannon Chemical Co., and r- 
turning it to the sender and stamping the 
envelopes “fraud,’’ was begun in the United 
States Circuit Court Wednesday. 

Mr. Rozier, United States District Attor-. 
ney, argued the justification of the acts. 
Congress in 189 had created a taw em- 
powering the Postmaster General to say 
who should and who should not use the 
mails. The “fraud order” was created, and 
while the act refers mogees to lottery 
schemes, there is also reference to schemes 
wherein the malls are used to procure 
money by fraud of false pretenses. Under 
this part of the act, Mr. Rozier said he 
supposed the order had been issued, 

The attorney for the Chemical Company 
denies the allegation of fraud. He de- 
clared dramatically that the constituudonal 
rights of a citizen were being denied him; 
that he was branded, convicted without 
trial or knowledge of it, or opportunity to 
defend himself, or to make answer to the 
charge.

President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements was savagely denounced in 
the City Council at Tuesday evening's ses- 
sion, and singled out for the severest tongue- 
lashing a high city official ever received 
from the members of the legislative branch. 

The only voice raised in defense of the 
aged but virile president was that of Coun- 
cilman Horton, who tried in vain to palliate 
the torrent of abuse poured on the head of 


the sturdy veteran of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

President McMath uncorked the council- 
manic wrath by daring to submit to the 
Council reasons why certain charter amend- 
ments proposed by it should no: be passed. 
The communication was lengthy and weni 
into details, both in criticisms and offering 


6Uggestions to cure defects in the bill. Among 


other things Mr. McMath said: 

As an officer of the city, elected by the 
people to a position which stands very 
close to the practical application of the 
method adopted for the distribution of the 
cost of street improvements, it is my duty 
to give warning that the methods proposed 
in the amendments to the charter reported 
by your Committee on Legisiation are not 
fair, not just, contain conflicting and ir- 
reconcilab e propositions and will prove im- 
practicable if sadopted 


These assertions are capable of being 
proven @nd assuredly will be proven in a 
canvass before the people. he charges 


lie against the following propositions: 

First—The levying of improvement taxes 
according to assessed valuation for State 
and city taxation. 

Second—The proposed method of layiag 
~-_ the botadaries of an improvement dis- 
rict. 

Third—The demand of a waiver from all 
parties having any interest whatever in 
property as a concition to payment for im- 
provements by installments. 

The assertion that the distribution of im- 
provement taxes according to assessed val- 
uation would not be fair and just is capa- 
ble of easy demonstration if applied to ac- 
tual cases; it being a matter ye oE rs 
facts and not upon theory. can readily 
produce a case where property on one side 
of a ecreet is assessed at $50 per foot for 
corners and $45 per foot for inside lots, be- 
cause the property looks well, and ts ready 
for use, where not already built upon; on 
the opposite side of the street assessments 
for corner lots run from $30 to per foot 
and inside lots from $30 to $10 because the 
property on that side has never had a dollar 
spent on it to improve its looks, and some 
is a deep hole and pond, whose owner is 
waiting until the con ributions of ashes and 
other refuse fill it to a grade. Possibly he 
may charge for the privilege of dumping on 
his ground. I have before me another cage 
of a street hanes pouspres improvement is 
urged, the assessed values range from §$27,-

produce a case where property on one side 
of a street Is assessed at $50 per foot for 
corners and $45 per foot for inside lots, be- 
cause the property looks well, and ts ready 
for use, where not already built upon; on 
the opposite side of the street assessments 
for corner lots run from $30 to $35 per foot 
and inside lots from $30 to $10 because the 
property on that side has never had a dollar 
Spent on it to improve its looks, and some 
is a deep hole and pond, whose owner is 
waiting until the contributions of ashes and 
other refuse fill it to a ErSSe. Possibly he 
may charge for the privilege of dumping on 
his ground. I have before me another cage 
of a street whose tpn owen Improvement is 
urged, the assessed values range from §27,-

FARMER HADTMANN PERPLEXED 


Several Transactions in Real Estate 
Which May Lead to Suits in 
the Courts of St. Louis 
County.

Steps were taken Wednesday to begin an 
action at law in St. Louts County, which 
promises to result in serious developments. 

Frederick Hartmann, a farmer living near 
Normandy, is the prospective plantiff, and 
the suit is to be for the purpose jf setting 
aside a foreclosure sale of property upon 
which he holds a,deed of trust. Last week 
Hartmann tried to sell his deed of trust to 
John H. Pipkin, a wealthy man of Old 
Orchard. Pipkin invest.gated the title and 
found the property had been sold three 
years ago, under a _ foreclosure, and that 
tiartman’s deed of trust was valueless. 

Pipkin in great wrath charged farmer 
Hartmann with trying to swindie him and 
the innocent farmer at once set about an 
investigation. He soon found the property 
had been sold by the trustee in 1895, and 
as he held and st.ll holds his first deed of 
trust and notes, and had been no party to 
the foreclosure, he began to suspect he had 
been swindled. 

The mortgage in question is a deed of 
trust on 70xi65 feet of ground on Woodland 
avenue. .Old Orchard. It was (‘made by 
John W. Clark and wife to (|Frederick 
Hlartmann, June 20, 1892, to secure the loan 
of $1000 made by Hartmann to Clark. Wil- 
liam W. C. Perry negotiated the loan and 
is the trustee .in the deed. It was Perry 
who foreciosed, but he did so, it is alleged, 
without the knowledge or consent of Hart- 
mann, and made no returns of the sale to 
h.s client, who has been holding the sup- 
posed security in good faith ever since. 

Hartmann has received the interest on ‘his 
loan regularly, not only during the first 
three years of its existence, but also since 
the foreclosure. °*

dence, .A reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
found him in bed, ill. He admitted the truth 
of the story, as told here, but said the suit 
threatened would not be brought. 

“It will be fixed up Thursday,” said he. 
“Hartmann will be here and I'll fix it up. 
I foreclosed the mortgage, as you say, but 
it was an oversight, a mistake.” 

“Is your son-in-law, Mr. Wilding, aware 
of the circumstances under which he pur- 
chased that property?’ was arked. 

“No, he knows nothing at all.”’ 

Mr. Perry was asked haw ‘he proposed to 
settle the matter, how he came to foreclose 
without possession of the original deeds and 
why he continued to remit the t{nterest to 
Hartmann for three years after the latter 
was ‘“‘so'd out,”’ but to these three questions 
he refused to reply.

LEGISLATURE EXTRA SESSION 


Mr. Lesueur Thinks One Probable If 
War Is Declared. 


If war with Spain is declared, Mr. A, A. 
Lesueur, Secretary of the State, believes 
that a special session of the State Legisla- 
ture will be necessary. Mr. Lesueur is at 
the Laclede Hotel. 

“This would be a most tmportant step, 
involving great expense, but a necessary 
one., I think,’”’ he said, “if Uncle Sam should 
call on Missouri for an army of soldiers in 
addition to the State militia. 

“It. is impossible to tell at present what 


war with Spain means. It is not known 
what line of fighting would be pursued. 
Maybe Uncle Sam would not even ask for 
the State militia. However there are three 
regiments of militia in Missourj that could 
be ordered forward at a few hours’ notice 
by the Governor. 

“A special session I think would follow 
a general order for men, by the Govern- 
ment. ‘There may be some other question 
arising to demand one. But unless’ the 
situation really demands it, Gov. Stephens, 
I think, will not place the State to the ex- 
pense.”’

Monday will be a red letter day for St. 
Louis. Save one it will be the happiest, 
merriest day in the life of Henry Ziegenhein, 
Mayor. He will move from the dingy and 
dust-begrimed old City Hall to his political 
and spacious quarters in the new hall, and 
with him will go all of the city officials, 

The day is to be a gala one and public 
business will practically be suspended. 

The “move” ts to be signalized with much 
pomp, beating of tomtoms and flare of brass 
horns. A band of 100 musicians will cut 
and rend the air up and down the streets, 
followed by Uncle Henry and the long ar- 
ray of his satellites. 

They will march to and fro over a cir- 
cuitous route on foot; not a carriage will be 
allowed in line nor will there be any her- 
alds on prancing steeds to announce the 
progress of the pedestrian pageant. 

Every man in line is expected to carry a 


flag—Old Glory and nothing else. All other 
banners are barred. 

Precautions are being taken against a 
probable collision of pageants, for about 
the same hour and over the same route will 
roll the gorgeous chariots and long line of 
gayly caparisohed equipages of Ringling 
Bros.’ circus. If the two pageants come to- 
gether, there Is likely to be a big free show.

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A WINEROOM TRAGEDY

JOSEPH DALY FATALLY SHOT BY 
EUGENE SCULLY, HIS RIVAL 
IN A LOVE AFFAIR. 


LAMINECTOMY IS PERFORMED. 


One of the Most Dangerous of Capital 
Operations Leaves the Victim in 
a Critical Condition. 


Joseph Daly of 222% Randolph street, who 
was shot by Eugene Scully in the wineroom 
of Voel’s saloon, Seventh and Chestnut 
streets, Tuesday night, underwent the ope- 
raiton of laminectomy at the City Hospital 
Wednesday morning. 

This is one of the most dangerous of all 
capital operations, and is resorted to only 
when the spinal column or cord is involved. 
It consists of laying bare the backbone and 
removing, if necessary, the injured sections 
of the spinal column. In such wounds com- 
plete paralysis from the injured part down- 
ward results, and this can only be relieved, 
and the life of the patient preserved by the 
operation. Daly’s wound is almost identical 


with that sustained by Dr. Norris, who was 
shot at Palmyra, Mo., by old Daniel Rose, 
and who died in St. Louls after laminectomy 
was performed, 

Jealousy inspired the shooting. Daly_was 
drinking in the wineroom with Annie Mul- 
ler, alias Kate Burns, 30 years old, and not 
at all good looking. The woman recently 
transferred her affections from Scully _ to 
Daly, and Tuesday night the discarded 
lover surprised them. 

According to the reports of eye-witnesses 
Scully entered the wineroom and at once 
attacked his rival. Directly Scully shot 
Daly, who fell to the floor groaning in 
agony. The woman screamed, and Scully 
ran, but was overhauled a block away, and 
he and the woman were locked up in the 
holdover. 

Daly was taken to the City Dispensary. 
Then it was found that the bullet had en- 
tered the abdomen and lodged in the spine, 
causing complete paralysis from the waist 
ne Aes He was forwarded to the City Hos- 
pital. 

Scully admits doing the shooting, but 
avers that he acted in self-defense, and 
shot with Datiy'’s own pistol, which other- 
wise would have been. used on him. The 
woman is sullen and defiant and refuses to 
talk. 

Daly is 28 years old, and Sully 29 years. 
Both are electricians. Sully recently came 
from Chicago, and says he has no home. 
If Daly recovers it will be a triumph for 
modern surgery. His condition is critical.
